A mixture of the grasa 
growing in the marsh lands and that 
ou the rough hillside makes a better 
ration for them than either kind alone, 
In -alwost every locality there are 
rough or waste lands that cannot be 
cultivated. These might be made.prot- 
ituble if used for pasturing geese. 
Marsby lands furnish a supply not only 
of rich, juicy grasses, but of snails, 
water beetles, worms and bugs that 
grow in such places.
